American civilization needs its armories as 
schools of chivalry. Ona day not long gone by 
I beheld a scene which set my soul on fire. The 
skies were lurid with the flames of anarchy and 
chaos. Torn and trampled, overborne in the 
riotous discontent of many thousands of ber peo- 
ple, Columbia lay bleeding. I cried aloud, O, 
for a new order of knighthood to lay 
lance in rest for rescue! O, for the spirit 
of King Arthur and his round table! O, 
for a modern Sir Galahad to find the Holy Grail, 
that, quaffing from its golden lip, the American 
peuple might know content once more, and with 
convalescent vision see how really beautiful is 
their native land.” But whilst I looked the 
heavens paled their fury, silence and peace 
stole in where riot and confusion had 
held sway, and dear Columbia ruled 
a queen again. No King or Emperor 
has dubbed them knight, and yet the American 
military has been in 1894, is now. and ever shall 
be the table round of constitutional liberty. We 
are not relics of ‘barbarism. Our step is in per 
fect rhythm with the trend of the times. We are 
marching in cadence with the evolution of prog- 
ress. The American soldier of 1894 has blos- 
somed out of the brawling, machine-like 
chrysalis of years ago into an intelli.

Altgeld then stepped forward 
and said: 

Officers and Men of the First Regiment: A lit- 
tle over a year ago when the guard was in camp 
near this city I told you the great State of Iili- 
nois had no use for a holiday soldier. I told you 
if there were in your ranks any man who was not 
prepared to undergo whatever hardship he might 
be called upon to face that he had better 
retire from the National Guard of Illinois. 
No men are wanted in the ranks of 
the Illinois soldiery who are not ready 
to undergo whatever tney are called upon by duty 
to stand. As your Colonel has said, a great deal 
depends upon celerity. The National Guard, to 
be of service to Illinois, must be able to cover 
long distances in few hours. Unless it can do 
this it is useless. Our coal fields cover vast ter- 
ritories. It is possible that there might be 
strikes at all our mines at once. Troops 
must be prepared to move, for no 
matter how effective they are when ready 
they must be ready quickly or most of their labor 
is lost. I have had occasion to order out regi- 
ments late at night to go long distances and I 
have had the satisfaction of knowing that by sun- 
rise the next morning they were on the field and 
ready for duty. Atone time I ordered out this 
regiment to go to a point 200 miles distant, and 
in a few hours you were there ready to do that 
duty, which you well performed. 


Praises the Regiment. 


I am proud to say for the National Guard and 
particularly for the First Regiment that they 
have met the highest requirements of the serv- 
ice. It is a soldier's business first of all to obey. 
Implicit obedience is necessary in order that the 
American flag and our institutions may be pro- 
tected to the fullest extent. There are wrongs 
existing, but they must be righted without de- 
stroying the fruits of our civilization. You 
have little com tion but honor for the 
work that you do for your State, bat for honor 
greatand brave men have striven during their 
lifetime.

The Hon. George K. Adams’ Tribute to the 
Pieneer French Missionary. ° 

„% We will now proceed with the addresses 
of the evenmg, said President Gordon. 
“The first toast of the evening will be re- 
sponded to by a gentleman who needs no in- 
troduction iu Chicago. I — ye oe mg 
presenting the Hon. George E. Adams, a life 
— —— the ere who will re. 


spond to the sentiment, Marquette. Mr. 


Adams responded as follows: 

Mr. President: I am glad to pay a tribute of 
respect in regard to this brave young Marquette, 
whose guests we are tonight. It is an organiza- 
tion in strict accord with the best life of today 
and inspired with the noblest hopes of the 
future. I am glad also to try to bring before you 
the memory of that earlier Marquette whose 
name it bears, that pious and devoted mission- 
ary, that scholar gentleman of France, who 
looks down upon us from the seventeenth cen- 
tury, his youthful face worn with disease and 
toil and privation, but illamined with tbe serene 
light of faith and the love of his fellow men. We 
do not fully appreciate the labors of the religious 
teachers who aided in the exploration and civil- 
ization of this continent. We who are New En- 
gland born or bred learned from our school books 
to regard our own pilgrim fathers as the repre- 
sentatives of the religious lifein the early his- 
tory of America. We are coming to take a larger 
view, embracing America to the north of us and 
America to the south of us. 

When Mr. Blaine made the address of welcome 
to the delegates tothe International American 
Conference he declared the purpose of that con- 
ference tobe not only to establish steamship 
lines and a continental railway in the interest of 
trade but also to bring closer together the peo- 
ples of this continent so that they might know 
each other better. I believe that Blaine’s 
hope will one day be realized. We 
already that the Spaniards who 
South ana Central America were not all mere 
adventurers wading through innocent blood to 
find gold. Their priests were not all tierce ecele- 
sias brandishing the terrors of the church in 
the name of a religion of love. Many of them 
were gentle, loving teachers and ministe 
scholars and writers, who printed and publish 
A books and fo American institu- 
tions of learning before the Pilgrims on 
Plymouth Rock. 


Tribute to Father Marquette. 


We ars coming also to have a truer estimate of 
the lives and characters of the French mission- 
aries to Canada. The genius of Parkman has 
traced for us in clear outlines and vivid colors 
their courage and devotion, and there is not one 
whose name shines with a more serene luster 
than that of Father Marquette. He came to Can- 
ada a young man, his soul aflame with enthusiasm. 
Inspired by the at apostie to the Indies he 
longed to emulate his labors and his courageous 
devotion. He resolved by study of the life and 
f the Indians to in for himself the 
fulness, and so chose for his post of 
lace of largest influence. A thousand 
i hwest of settiement was the strait 
which we call Mackinac. Here was a menting of 
the highways of commerce, if we can call by 
name the rude traffic of the Indian tribes. Voy- 
agers from the South and West here touched on 
their way eastward; canoes from the Eastern 
lakes here touched on the way West and South;

SPEECH OF SENATOR W. B. ALLISON. 


Brilliant Oration from the Iowan on the 
Growth of the Nation. 


In introducing the speaker of the evening, 
Senator W. B. Allison of Iowa, President Gor- 


don said: 

We are honored this evening by the presence of 
a distinguished statesman who hails from the 
State of Iowa but belongs to the Nation. I have 
the arent teasure of presenting the Hon. Wiil- 
iam B. Allison. 


Senator Allison, after bowing his acknowl- 
edgments to the hearty appiause which greeted 
him, said: 

Ithank you for this cordial greeting and for 
the opportunity of extending to you the congrat- 
ulations of friends inan adjoining State on the 
commemoration of one of the most important 
days in the history of your city. The wildest 
dreamer twenty-three years ago could not have 
seen in: his imagination the marvelous develop- 
ment and wth of your city since that day of 
disaster. No prophet could have foretoid it, and 
you certainiy have reasons for congratuiations 
tonight as you commemorate it. 

I regret that my multiplied occupations and 
obligations have been such that since the accept- 
ance of your invitation I have not had time to 
prepare fora proper discussion of the theme as-

1776, when 
the coionies asserted that as free and independ- 
ent states they have full powgr to levy war, con- 
clude peace, contract alliances, establish com- 
merce, and to do all other acts and th which 
independent States may of right do. And for the 
support of this deciaration, withia firm reliance 
oh the protection of Divine Providence, we mutu- 
ally pledge to each other our lives. our fortunes, 
and our sacred honor.“ 

They indicated the character of the govern- 
ment to be established in the further declaration 
that we hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that all men are created equal, that they are en- 
downed by their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights, that among these are life. liberty, and he 
pursuit of happiness. That to secure these 
rights governments are institutedjamong men, de- 
riving their just powers from the consent of the 
governed. The congress resolved this to be 
the unaninious declaration of the thirteen 
United States of America.”’ 


Definition Is Comprehensive, 


It is difficult to find a more comprehensive defi- 
nition of anational government than is here 
found, The power to declare war and conclude 
peace, to make alliances with foreign powers, to 
establish commerce, and do all che things which 
independent States may of right do are essential 
acts of sovereignty. The Warofthe Revolution 
was fought en the principles enunciated in the 
Declaration. It was claimed. however, after- 
wards by the Calhoun school that this declara- 
tion applied to euch colony separately and was 
not the declaration of ali of them as a 
single power; and inasmuch as this 
was the separate declaration of each 
colony the same principle was preserved when 
the Constitution was formed .ater; and that the 
Constitution was only a compact between the sev- 
eral colonies now declared to be States. The pre- 
amble to the Constitution declares that we, the 
people of the United Staies, in order to form a 
more perfect union, establish justice, insure do- 
mectic tranquillity, provide for the common de- 
tense, promote the general welfare, and secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our pos- 
terity, do ordain and establish this Coastitution 
for the United States of America, Thus it was 
affirmed in the preamble that the Constitution 
was the charter of the people of the United 
States and not the act of the, States as such. 

The colonies Caring the progress of the war 
established articles of confederation defining the 

powers of the new government. These were so 

imited and restricted that they were found to 
be .ineffectual to provide a permanent govern- 
ment having sufficient strength to maintain 
itself. Adequate steps were taken soon after the 
conclusion of peace to convene a Constitutional 
convention to provide for increasing the powers 
of the confederation so as to establish a perma- 
nent government strong enough to exercise its 
just powers directly over all the people and ter 
ritory uf the United States, with exclusive power 
to deal with foreign nations as well. The result 
was the adoption of the present Constitution. 
The task was a difficult one and the work was 
not wholly satisfactory to many of the States. It 
was with great difficulty that the large States 
like New York, Virginia, and Massachusetts were 
brought to agree to its provisions. although its 
— frame work met with their approval. 

he provisions which separate the wers of 
n into throe distinct and separate 
branches, the legislative, the executive, and the 
judicial, were regarded as essential to the pres- 
ervation of liberty. Thus, through ail the 
changes that have n made by way of amend- 
meut, these separate powers have not been ma- 
terially impaired. though many instances have 
occurred wherein it was claimed that powers 
were exercised by the legisiative and executive 
which were not conferred upon either. 


Slaves in the south. 


The chief difficulty in the convention that 
framed the Constitution rose from the institu- 
tion of slavery, which then existed in nearly all 
the States, but the greater number of slaves 
were in the States of the South. Few public 
men of that period believed that the institution 
of slavery would be a permanent one, but sup-

Caution and Concern, 


In other words, as a Nation, we should exer- 
cise that prudence and caution and concern for 
the welfare of our peopie which every other na- 
tion exercises for its people. Henee it has almost 
been our accepted principle from the foundation 
of the 4 —— that the Nation should draw 
most of its revenues by means of duty upon im- 
ports, and leave to the States severally other sub- 
jects of taxation, especialiy when y doing this 
we give encour t opportunities to 
our own people who are engaged in 
producing the things we consume, 
which, competing with usin the production 
of like articles under a different system, we 
would import from other countries, thereby de- 
priving our people of the opportunity to labor 
and earn wages. By diffus: these manu 
factures, industries. and occupations we wou:d 
furnish employment to labor in producing 
transporting articles of nece-sity and comfort. 
This poiiey has created, and if continued will 
maintain, vast internal trade and commerce, 
creating centers of production and trade in every 
State and in every part of the Nation. So that in 
this way it may be considered a part of the duty 
of the General Government to so frame our laws 
as to give our own people opportunity to labor 
and to work in fabrica things which dre nec- 
eseary to our comfort.

It is not the existence of vice that can shame 
her, but her attitude toward vice; not the being 
imperfect, but the dull appetite for something 
better; and if this be als eady true of her that she 
is too tolerant of sin and public private cor- 
ruption, itis her shame before a world— 
no longer a close éton.

Courier-Journal, special, March 12, 1898, said: 
“The knocking out of ex-officehaiders as aspir- 
ants for office .. . is the most cruel and un- 
expected biow . . . and their hearts are filled 
with despair. | Gen. Bragg takes a re- 
signed and philosophical view of the matter, 
simply saying the Lord giveth and the Lord tak- 
eth away.

The Courier-Journal of May 16, 1898. had an 
editorial advertisement headed: “Wanted— 
Leaders,” which said: “If the peanut politi- 
cians of the next Congress who aspired to leader- 
ship cannot be reduced to their places good-by 
for the present. There must be war, not peace, 
until every protective duty is stricken out of the 
tariff and every robber coffee-cooler stricken off

At present ho mancan run his business in his 
owy way under certain circumstances, No man 
has aright to the chief and sole control of his 
property it he injures his neighbor either in his 
rights of property or in his health. No man has 
complete control of his property under any cir- 
cumstances that the blic may think wrong. 
The right of eminent main steps in and net 
only controls the action and the usa of the prop- 
erty, but the existeuce of it even. A man may 
not turn a stream of water from his farm onto 
the meadows of his neighbor if thereby he injures 
his neighbor. There are many things which a man 
may not do with his property and do as he chooses. 
He is bound certain laws, either by the 
common statutory law or the law of the commun- 
ity. He must submit to the wishes of the 
community in his own action as to his own prop- 
erty. Now, the two great questions which come 
up and which have been answered, whether a 
man shall control his own property in his own 
way, or, as the scripture puts it. Is it not law- 
fui for me to do what I will with my own?” and 
these relate to the property and health of one’s 
neighbor. I have no right to run my business, to 
employ my capital, to undertake to control my 
own property if thereby linjure the property of 
my neighbor or if thereby 1 injure his health. 
These two answers, therefore, have grown up in 
recent centuries, which were not thought of when 
this other fundamental question was asked by 
the vineyard owner. 


Strikes Cannot Be Prevented. 


Now, another answer is going to be given, and 
in this answer is the whole vitality of the ques- 
tion of arbitration. And that answer, which tne 
community is going to make to the man who un- 
dertakes to run his own business in his own way, 
will be an additional element to those answers 
already given. It is now known if you injure 
your neighbor's property, known if you injure 
your neighbor's heaith, and it is going to be 
known if you injure your neighbor's standard of 
living. This question has got to be answered ino 
that way. How shail it be met? How shail 
it be met iogicaily, ethicaily, and ecom- 
ically, 80 that industry shail not 
be killed, so that indastry shall not be paralyzed 
when the answer comes. To my own mind there 
is no way yet devised by man, no way which the 

ence present age, the skill, the learning, 
the judgment, the wisdom of tie present time 
bas invented, by which strikes san be prevented. 
Strikes may reduced in number, they may be 
reduced in severity. and that is as far as you can 
go. And 1 do not know, Mr. President and gen- 
tlemen, but that is as far as you oyghtto go. We 
will not discuss that now. Arbitration cannot 
settle strikes, cannot prevent them, cannot avoid 
them entirely, but arbitration in tne true spirit 
is the greatest th on the earth, which is love; 
arbitration in that spirit can do much towards 
ing the number and reducing the severity 
of industrial controversies. 
This whole question involves the right of pri- 
vate property, as I have said.

But compulsory ar- 
bitration represents a principle, therefore we will 
not quarrel with the contradiction, but accept 
the principle which is meant by the term. 

The few men who advocate compulsory arbi- 
tration in industrial controversies do not hesi- 
tate to say that it means, first, th parties 
to the controversy shall be compelied to come 
into court just the same as a party to a suit at 
law shall be summoned and brought before the 
court. nd, when a court, after hearing 
ali the points at issue and hearing all the facts in 
evidence in the case, shall issueits decree, its 
judgment, and that that judgment shall be en- 
forced ye the same as any 
decree of a court of law, after hear- 
ing either before a jury or otherwise. 
It means both those things, compulsory attend- 
ance and the compulsory enforcement of a de- 
cision of a court of arbitration. Let us consider 
for a moment just how this will work. A is a 
manufacturer: he is paying on the average $2 
por day to his men. Under the stress of hard 
times or of competition or of the lack of demand, 
no matter what the cause, he finds he is unable 
to pay $2 per day, and therefore proposes to re- 
duce his wages so that the average shall be $1.80 
per day—that is, he proposes to reduce his wages 

O per cent. The men oppose this reduction. 
They say that $2 is the life wage, the living wage, 
below which they cannot meet the expenses of 
subsistence. They claim that $2 is as low a point 
as they can possibly reach. The employer says, 
must cut you to $1.80 or | cannot maintain 
my works. The men strike, 


How Can It Be Enforced? 


The next step in the process of compulsory ar- 
bitration would be for the men tv summon the 
employer into court to show canse why he should 
not continue to pay $2 per duy as of old, and 
after hearing all the facts in the case, weighing 
the evidence, listening to both sides, giving an 
honest and we will say a thoroughly impartial 
hearing all sides, the court decides that $2 per 
day is more than the employer can pay and t 
the men must take $1.80. How shall the court 
enforce such a decree? We will say there are 
5,000 employés in the concern. Howis any de- 
cree of the court to be enforced? By an execu- 
taon levied against the person or property of the 
person involved? Ifaconstable cannot levy an 
exécution or enforce an execution he has the 
right to call on a higher power. The Sheriff can 
be appealed to and the Sheriffs posse. Then the 
civil authority has the right to appeal 
to the militar power of the State, 
and so this judgment cau only be 
enforced by the ‘military arm of the Ste in 
which the judgment is given. There are 5,000 
men who must be compelled to work at 61.80 
per day or suffer the consequences. The conse- 
quences are the loss of property. You can easily 
see that a man could not be made to work for 
$1.80 and that the decree would be a dead letter. 
Suppose we reverse the operation and the court 
says to the employer: Lou must pay $2 a day, 
as you have been paying. The employer says: 
* 1] cannot do it and sell the goods I make. Now 
comes the |] onthe other side of the house. 
What is its ult? The execution against the 
employer is served more because there is prop- 
erty to be attached and forfeitures to be made, 
and the execution must have its costs and the 
Sheriff must be brought in to enforce the jude- 
mont of the decree of the court of compulsory 
arbitration. The manufacturer says he can- 
not carry on his works if he pays amount. 
What will be do? Will he suffer under the exe- 
cution? Will he ailow his property to be at- 
tached and forfeited? Probably he will do one 
of two or three things. He willeither adulterate 
his goods to the extent of enabling him to carry 
on his work under che $2 a day arrangement, or 
he will combine with ali ober manufacturers in 
the same line and forma trust so that they can 
curry on their works and thereby control the 
whole business in this land. If it results in 
adulteration you have compelled him to do it. 
It it results in a trust you have forced his in- 
dustry into the trust formed by the manufactur- 
ers, and you have compelled the employers of 
labor to combine in a great! trust, which is State 
socialism, and forces all e manufacturers in 
the country into a condition of State socialism. 
This is the logical result of the -principies of 
compulsory arbitration. 


Would Be the Death of Industry. 


There are many other features of it which de- 
mand attention. These illustrations show ex- 
actly how it would work and how it must work. 
I do not pretend to say that in all cases the power 
of the government would be carried to the extent 
of employing the military force of the State, 
but it can be employed to do so, The State has 
the right to sey to its courts, “ You shall be pro- 
tected,’’ and if the judgment of the court is not

manufacturer, Lou shall carry on your works 
aad pay $2 per day, you have N by law 
fixed the price of the commodity. Lou have 
stepped in and established the price of tne thing. 
Now suppose the manufacturer makes bis 

on the basis of this high cost of paying $2 per day 
he cannot sell the goods at the same price, but 
must raise the price and law cannot make 
the consumer take them at that price. The only 
logical conclusion is to make it a penal offense 
for the consumer to buy lower than at the 
rate the manufacturer fixed. It is not fair to put 
him in jeopardy and leave the community to buy 
of his competitor whose men have not struck. 


Would Make Slaves of Work men. 


Why not simplify the whole thing by making a 
scale of prices fixed a statute? a much easier 
way than by adjusting the whoie thing through 
the courts of arbitration. Under the principle 
of arbitration—compulsory arbitration—the 
workingman becomes a slave. We have abolished 
siavery in this country. Every man shall have 
the right and liberty to work. Every man shail 
have we ri ht and liberty to make his Own con- 
tracts. I am sorry to say that the idea of 
freedom of contract is too much of a fiction. If 

fou make a contract subject to the compulsor 
orces of a court you have gone to a great dept 
of damage. It sounds weli to say there is 
freedom of contract, but it does not exist. Every 
man must take such conditions as society law 
forces upon him. The laborer who works with 
his hands is obliged to take the wage his kind 
ts. If he goes into compulsory arbitration he 
as lost whatever there is ieft of the freedom of 
contract, because he has allowed a court of law 
to fix the price at which he will sell his labor. 
He must seil it at the price the law directs or not 
soll it at all. He has descended to the position 
of being obliged to work for $1.80 when the cost 
of subsistence is $2. So, on either hand, looking 
at the interests of the workingman and of the 
employer and of the community itself. compai- 
sory arbitration means deatu to industry and 
the enslavement of the workingman generally. 
LApplause. } 
am e to say that there may not be 
some modification of this stern principle, so that 
it can be made practicabie. There is not a man 
in this room, or in this country, or in the fiveor six 
great manufacturing nations vf the world, em- 
ployer or employé, that would not welcome any 
system of arbitracion if it would truly settle the 
great industrial warfares which we have had at 
riodical times. There is not an employer that 
ever met that would not be glad to increase the 
wages of his emp.oyés if he could do so. There 
is not a workingman in this country who is not 
willing to do a good and honest day’s service for 
ag and honest day's pay. We have taught 
the workingman that is no longer a 
simply physical element of the manufacturer. 
We have taught him and made him believe that 
he is a factor in society and statecraft. We have 
taught him that he is a political and ethical 
factor in the community, and he finds himself 
somewhat hampered with the great want of op- 
portunity, and when the great want of opportu- 
nity shall come to him, and he is carrying it out 
to the best of his ability, to be then compolled to 
do something just antagonistic to his every hu- 
manity by the court, and thus forced into a con- 
dition of slavery, is one condition that we do not 
want to reach, and on behalf of the great body 
of the great industrial organizations of the coun- 
try, | say, we should not reach it. 


Not Favored by Labor Unions. 


The great industrial organizations of the coun- 
try do not favor compuisory arvitration. The 
organizations for the most part have passed reso- 
lutions against compulsory arbitration. I know 
of no labor leader who advocates it. I know of 
several gentiomen who are scholars. who fret 
over the industrial warfare of the present time, 
whose hearts are great, whose brains are great, 
and whose sensitiveness to injury is sharp, who 
do want to see some method evolved whereby 
these industrial questions can be settled amic- 
ably. It is these great efforts that have brought 
up in the last few years the doctrine of compul- 
sory arbitration. They say: Shall we live in 
the present condition, with an armed neutral- 
ity?’ They say. “Give us the power of the 
courts.’" Well, that is going back to the very 
ages from which we have been divorce’, not to an 
armed neutrality. but to an *rmed condition. 
That is going back from civilization to the 
worst barbarism ever existed on this con- 
tinent. That is goi ck to the time wlien men 
could say. “lean kill you and you must get out 
of the way.” In this age each man with another 
man has some rights, and just as soon as one 
man recognizes the rights of another you have 
come to the principie of voluntary arbitration 
and have gotten away from compuisory arbitra- 
don. Compulsory arbitration means going back 
to the condition whence we bave emerged, and it 
is for this zeason that 1 thoroughiy oppose it. 
There can be no lite under it. There can be no 
prosperity under it There can be no society un- 
der it, for tne security of prosperity depends 
more upon the industrial world than any other 
element we can name. With industry prosper- 
ous social life and we church flourish, and we 
see the effects of progross and civilization. and to 
go back from this is not the spirit of this age.

In common with my friends in the East I 
have admired the pluck, earnestness, and crue 
American spirit manif by the people of Chi- 
cage whén elements of disorder threatened the 
public peace and the gauntform of anarchy 
stalked abroad armed to destroy. The business- 
men of this city, so admirably represented and 
associated together in this club, have sufficiontly 
proved that. however they may differ on the mere 
abstract questions of public poles, and the as 
yet uonso.ved propositions of the day. they are 
one in their determination that the law—so long 
as itis law—the general consensus of the com- 
munity as a whoie—must and shall be guarded 
and erforced at whatever cost. 

It would be a pleasant task to offer you felici- 
tations so justly deserved upon the wonderful 
creations of beauty and utility with which in the 
past you have distinguished this city, and for the 
time at least made it the most notable of the 
cities of the world. But it has been reed that 
we shall this evening take up a more somber sub- 
— ono which is suggested y your most recent 

istory, and one which you rightly regard 
as worthy of the most eathest considera- 
tion of thoughtful men. You have insisted 
upon recognition of the law and the 
observance of public good order, but it sometimes 
happens that on occasions of great popular ex- 
citement the mere enforcement of law obviously 
does not meet the real difficulty of the situation. 
or at least does not goto the root of it. Ina 
monarchical country, if a pretender sets up his 
standard and avers his right to be King, straight- 
way the King who actually wears the crown sal- 
lies forth with his forces representing the exist- 
ing law, and if successfal * kill the pretender 
and his followers, and the whole troubie is eud- 
ed. The King de factor returns to his throne, 
and whether it rightly belongs to him or not, 
there is general rejoicing that the incident is 
closed, and people return to their accustomed 
work with the assurgnce that that particular 
ee 2 danger will not again upset the business 
world. 

Arbitrate Before the Strike. 

In dealing with what are called labor 
troubles the results are not so definite. A strike 
may.cripple for a time a great ana beneficent 
business enterprise; it may stop the machinery 
of a whole city and make paupers by the 
hundreds and thousands, or it may put an em- 
bargo upon the traffic of a whole continent. You 
may obtain injunctions from the courts, you may 
call out the militia, ana even the army of; the 
United States may be employed to arrest or per- 
haps kill the men who in one way or another take 
part in these parsons and whén these 
measures are  resor to all at once, 
there can. be but one result. The law 
is vindicated—individuals are nothing com- 
pared with it—but in the meantime the origin of 
the trouble has been obscured or wholly lost 
sight of A smoldering of injustice may remain 
and the problem be still unsoived in the midst of 
it. Arbitration is suggested and straightway 
everybody says it is no time to arbitrate. 
You might as well have gone down through 
valiey at Gettysburg on the 3d of July pro- 
posed arbitration to forces there arrayed 


against each other for mortal combat. The illus- . 


tration is not without force, but there is the im- 

lied suggestion that at some earlier stage of the 
business, before war was actualiy re 
was a time for arbitration, a time for patient in- 
vestigation of complaints, for a friendly inter- 
change of views on one side and the other, with 
a desire on both sides to reach a just resuit. 

If a man in Lilinois or Massachusetts says that 
another is indebted to him that other denies 
the obligation, the law in either State s to the 
complainant, *‘ You shall not destroy the other 
man’s business or take away his means of earn- 
ing a living; you shall not starve him into sub- 
mission to your views or endanger the public 
peace. You are at odds and you haveit in your 
power to obtain a settlement by resorting to the 
courts, which have been established for the pur- 
pose of setting all such questions. The State pro- 
vides and pays for the tribunal and will not be 
bothered any more with your quarrels.” 


Methods Applied in Massachusetts, 


This identical principle has been applied by 
the people of Massachusetts, through the State 
Board of Arbitration and Conciliation, to the dif- 
ferences which arise, and, under our complex 
method of doing business, will inevitably arise 
between employer and employed. I am here to-

POSTAL COMPANY ASKS INJUNOTION 


City Will Not Cut Its Wires Pending the 
Hearing in Court. 

The Postal Telegraph and Cable company 
filed a bill in the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday for an injunction against the city 
restraining the latter from cutting the wires 
of the company or in any other way interfer- 
ing with its business. The bill says that the 
City Council passed an order directing the 
Commissioner of Public Works not to issue 
any more permits to the Postal Telegraph 
company for the laying of conduits for wires 
until it has obtained from the Council a fran- 
chise for the use of the streets. The Com. 
missioner was also directed to cut the wires 
of the company unless the order 
of the Council is complied with. The 
order directed that all corporations 
operating without franchises be treated in 1e 
same way. The company alleges in its bill 
that it obtained by contract with the Sec. 
tional Underground Electric company the 
use of a conduit as an entrance to the city 
for its wires. The Bankers’ and Merchant’ 
Telegraph company had the joint use of the 
same conduit. The Bankers’ company, by a 
contract with the complainant, obtained 
leave from the city to construct many 
branches and feeders and when the Bankers’ 
and Merchants’ company went out of business 
all these were assigned to the complainant 
company. The bill recites that in December, 
1893, the superintendent of streets sent the 
company a bill of $1,115 for its proportion 
of the cost of repaving Clark street from the 
river to Polk street in 1884. Sept. 28, the 
bill says, the company compromised with tne 
city for $557, not because it acknowl. 

ed the justice of the claim, but because 
it was necessary to secure permits and the city 
would not issue them without a settlement. 
The order passed by the Council Oct. 1 was 
not signed by the Mayor, but it has become a 
law by lapse of time. The company says the 
Commissiouer of Public Works now threatens 
tw cut the wires at Tiirty-ninth street, where 
the connection is made between the lines in 
the conduit running into the heart of the city 
and the overhead wires running south, If 
this is done the business of the company will 
be entirely cut off, as it will have no connec- 
thon with the main officeat Jackson and Clark 
streets and the Board of Trade or the com- 
pany’s branch offices down-town. The bill 
declates that the business of the company 
amounts to 200,000 telegrams a day and 
that fully one-hulf of the messages sent from 
the city to foreign countries goes over its 
wires. An injunction is asked for against 
Mayor John P. Hopkins, Commissioner 
Jones, and everybody else acting with the au- 
thority of the city to restrain them from car- 
rying out the order to cut the wires. The city 
will také no action until the outcome of the 
injunction proceedings is kaown.

“The udges must designate at the opening of 
the polls the two election officers who shall give 
assistance to illiterate or disabled voters, and 
no other person except the two officers so desig- 
nated shall be permitted to render such assist- 
ance. The officers chosen must be of different 
political parties. They must not. instruct the 
voter. but must ascertain how he Wants to vote 

and must mark the ballot for bim as he directs. 
The voter must name the ticket or candidates he 
wishes to vote for and the officers must mark the 
bal.ot accordingly. Both officers must hear the 
— 2 of the voter and see the baliot 
mar 

While these instructions are included in the 
list prepared by the board, they are not as ex- 
plicit as they might be and more attention 
will be given them in the new list. Auother 
suggestion was in reference to the canvass of 
the precincts by the clerks, but the Commis- 
sioners thought the subject already sufficient- 
ly covered.

With forty-nine police officers, the freedom 
of the dity, and a band of music the Colum- 
bian Liberty Bell yesterday celebrated the 
twenty-third anniversary of the day Chicago 
was burned. It was the same glorious old 
bell which daily delighted visitors at the Ex- 
position last summer. It was the one, too, 
at whose big clapper a year ago yesterday a 
score of natives of the Midway tugged. They 
rang it in honor of Chicago day and as repre- 
senting the nations of the earth. There were 
no foreigners yesterday to pull at the interna- 
tional rope except representatives of Chica- 
go’s police force. But they rang it with right 
good wil, and, altogether, the bell was quite

a feature of the day. It was not followed in its 
round of the city with great enthusiasm, but 
its ringing was accompanied with much in- 
terest. 

The program for the day’s celebration em- 
braced stops at half a dozen important points 
in the o ty, and the bell started on its journey 
at 10:30 o'clock in the morning. It ha- 
been housed on its hand-ome carriage at the 
rear of No. 35 Indiana street. Leading from 
the place where it has been sheit#ed was a 
long wooden driveway whose defective tim- 
bers came near spoiling the celebration. 
When ten strong horses staried the eleven 
tons of bell-metal and steel up the driveway 
the loud was too great and the rear trucks 
sang through the timbers. The ten horses 
could not budge the mass and there it stuck, 
while the bana and the forty-nine police offi- 
cers wondered whether they were going to 
have anything todo. But after an hour and 
a half and with the aid of jackscrews and 
block and tackle the bg bell rolled out tri- 
umphantiy on Ohio street, while 300 people 
cheered at the rescue. 


Urder of the Proce:sion. 


Then the little procession started. First 
came, Lieut. Cudmore of the East Chicago 
Avenue Station with twenty-iour officers. 
Next was the band. Then came the Thirteenth 
Black Horse. Following the horse and river 
was the Columbian Peace Plow, a handsome 
affair-maile of overflaw.-metal of the. COium- 
bian Beli and over 300 native woods. But 
yesterday the plow was all for show. In im- 
agination, however, it turned a furtow of peace 
five miles long through the streets of Chi- 
cago. It was drawn dy two black horses. 
Then came the bell, drawn by ten magnificent 
black animals, whose manes tails were 

laited with ribbons and who carried at their 

eads red, white, and blue pompons. Alito- 
gether there were thirteen horses, representa- 
tive of the thirteen original States. n either 
side of the bell carriage marched twelve stur- 
dy po:icemen, the forty-nine officers being 
one for each State and Territory in the Union, 

As the bell curriage and trappings had been 
largely constructed by H. A. Streeter and his 
workimen, the procession halted in front of 
Mr. Streeter's toundry. and there the work- 
men who had been engaged in conatructing 
tne truck wereeach given a souvenir bell. 
They were not the kind of little bells that 
ring, but were flat pieces of the metal re- 
sembling u bell. Mr. Streeter will be given 
a delt that will ring. He was cordiaiiy 
thanked by George S. Knapp, who has charge 
of the bell in Ch cago, and who engineered 
yesterday’s parade. With Mr.  Kuapp 
bearing a silken flag, the staff of 
which contained the wood of each 
State and Territory, and the band play- 
ing patriotic airs, the procession moved alon 
Indiana street to Dearborn avenue and nort 
to Lincoln monument, where the first halt 
was made, though not the first ringing, tor the 
bell struck seven times for Liberty in 
front of the iron foundry. All along Dear- 
born avenue people came to their windows to 
ook at the bell, Toagreat many it was a 
familiar sight. To the chiidren it was a de- 
light, for they followed it not only to Lincoln 
Park but on the entire pilgrimage. There 
was no cheering, for it was not generally 
known what route the bell would take, and 
crowds were not prepared to receive it. It 
fa ed better, however,when it got down-town. 


At Lincoln monument 200 people were wait- 


ing to see and hear the bell. An escort of 
park policemen met the procession at the en- 
trance to the grounds and all vehicles were 
kept off the road way. 

Then the Rope Was Pulled. 


When the halt was made Mr. Knapp 
brought out the famouf international beli 
rope. It is an international rope, too, for the 
pieces of which it is made were contributed 
last summer by nearly every nation which 
had an exhibit at the Exposition. There were 
bits of flags, pieces of rope from all coun- 
tries, skins of animals, anda little of every- 
thing that could be twisted into a rope. 
There is no humbug about it. It is a genuine 
international string, and the end of it has a 
valuable portion of a meteorite, highly pol- 
ished. The little gathering around Lincoln 
monument did not really understand all that 
the big bell represented, and Mr. Knapp did 
not explain it. He did teil the spectators, 
though, thata year ago foreign hands had 
puiled the rope, He also told them that the 
bell was going around the world, and then 
Lieut. Cudmore and severa: spectators tolled 
off forty-nine strokes, one for each State and 
Territory. Then seven more rang out, being 
one for each letter in the word Liberty.“ 

Grant’s monument was next, remembered, 
and the 3 which had gradually in- 
creased at the Lincoln statue, foilewed the 
little pageant. In front of the statue of the 
hero of Appomattox the bell was rung, as Mr. 
Knapp said, in honor of him who made it 
Possible to ring a liberty bell.“ Here oc. 
eurred the first applause which had been ex- 
cited, Lieut. Cudmore marched twenty-four 
of his officers to the rope, and at the first pull 
they snapped the connections. 

That demonstrates,“ said Mr. Knapp, 
„the strength of the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment. Seventy-nine nations could not do that 
last summer.”’ 

It did not take long to make repairs, and 
thirteen strokes followed, one fer each of the 
original States, Once more the little proces- 
sion started on its journey. The band was 
both patriotic and strong. It furnished music 
continuously. Part of the time it was with 
fe and drum. Along the Lake-Shore drive 
the big dell on its gilded carriage was 
proudly hau ed. Its destiaatign was Rush 
street and Michigan avenue, ‘the site of 
od Fort Dearborn. It was a noisy corner 
where the procession halted, but the com- 
ing of the beli was expected, and from each 
of the windows of the builamg which stands 
on Fort Dearborn’s site there fluttered flags. 
A crowd soon collected. It could scarcely do 
otherwise, for the procession blocked one 
st and extended on another. There was 

-natured cheering and there were new 
ands to pull the bell-tove. The pretty 
stenographer: and the clerks employed in the 
building came out to ring the bell, and in this 
they were aided by Mr. Bennett, who in a

slight subsidence of the fearful din he got in 
a few words about Fort Dearborn. Mr. Ben- 
nett, who was calied upon to speak on behalf 
of the people who owned the property on the 
old site, was more fortunate, By this time ail 
the passageways were blocked, and there was 
no opportunity for making further noise. Mr. 
Bennett recalled what a hamiet Chicago was 
in 1812, when Fort Dearborn was burned and 
the massacre took place. It is a large city 
now, he suid, and in 100 years from the time 
the pioneers were murdered he* was sure Chi- 
cone would be the metropolis of the Western 

orld. He said, too, that as we. grow older 
we become more patriotic. He was glad to 
welcome the Liberty Bell and to bespeak for 
ita great mission. He was glad of privi- 
lege of assisting in ringing it, Then the good. 
look ing stenographers and Mr. Bennett pulled 
at the rope seven times, crowd began to 
catch the spirit of the occasion and there was 
* cheer—several of them in fact —for 


Crowds began to gather along the street. 
Down-town there seemed to be a general 
knowledge of the occasion, and every thor- 
oughfare was filled with people who knew the 
Coipmbian Liberty Bell when they saw it. As 
the procession moved along Randolph street 
to La Salle everybody stopped to look at it, 
and hundreds followed it. It seemed to have 
become knowh that a halt would be made at 
the City Hall, and when Lieut. Cudmore 
tourched his men beyond the La Salle street 
entrance the crowd stop to await the bell, 
It halted in front of the big door and in three 
minutes treffic on La Salle street from Ran- 
doiph to Wash ngton was impossible. The 
sidewaiks were filied; both lines of cable cars 
were stopped. It was at a time, too, when 
traffic begins to grow heavy. But that n-ade 
no differeace. The Liberty Bell had che free- 
dom of the city, and the police officers did not 
try to hurry the performance. Forty-nine 
strokes rang out. These were followed by 
seven more, and the ringing was preceded by 
another speech by Mr. Knapp. It was the 
same patriotic effort. 


Story of the Liberty Bell. 


Down La Salle street tne procession moved. 
The intention was to stop at the Board of 
Trade, but it was growmg late, and the next 
and last balt was made on Michigan avenve 
in front of the Columbus statue. Mr. Knapp, 
of course, made a speech, for all those wao 
had promised to assist in celebrating failed at 
the last moment. Thirteen times the bell was 
struck, then seven times for the Chicago po- 
lice, and once for all nations. Then tne beil 
was drawn to Battery D. where it will remain 
for several weeks and may be seen by the peo- 
ple of Chicago. 

What Mr. Knapp had to say in the genera! 
talks which he mauve concerned largely the 
future t the bell, with a serap of its past his- 
tory. How the Columbian Liberty Bell came 
to be is pretty well known. In it are fused 
relics of the late war, the Revolutionary strug- 
gle, and tokens of liberty trom other portions 
of the world, Then nere are the pennies of 
250,000 school children. 

P. rhaps not ali the pennies are in the bell, 
but portions of them gre. They were used to 
the extent that the penny alloy could enter 
into the composition. Altogether there are 
parts of several hundred rei:es. The idea of 
the bell originatea several years ago, and was 
a thought growing out of the building of the 
Exposition. It was a sentimental idea, car- 
ried finaiy toa conciusion, and nearly all 
last summer on the west side of the Admin 
tration Bunding the bel stood. It usually 
rang at noon time in tremembrauce of some 
historie event connected with freedom. When 
the Fair was over the bell was taken to New 
York. It was rung there on Decoration day 
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and, it has not been sounded mee until yes-

It Will Travel Around the World, 


Mr, Knapp is au enthusiast over the bell. 
He has lived fifty-one years in Chicago, and 
this enter rise appears to be his priue. The 
handsome carriage on which the bell now 
rests was secured through his efforts. Most 
of the parts were contributed. It is a stan ch 
structure. The beams are made of steel and 
etoss piece from wh.ch the bel is suspended 
can be raised eighteen inches by hydraulic 
jacks, thus lifting the lower edge of the bel! 
from the platform and permitting it to be 
rung. The floor of the platform is of par- 
quetry work of historic woods. The caps on 
the wheels are yop done. The froat 
ones bear medal ions of Washington and the 
rear ones medall.ons of Linco:n, each sur- 
rounded by thirteen stars. There is an abund- 
ance of brass and nickel work and portions 
made from overflow metal. 

Providence being willing. it is the intention 
that the beil shail go around the world, pro- 
claiming liberty in every .and. Oneof the 
things which Mr. Knapp told the people yes- 
terday was that a special car is needed, and 
he asked Ch cagoans to contribute their pen- 
nies and nicke.s toward the construction of 
such a suitabie carriage. With this the beil 
will be prepared for its journey. For prob- 
ably three weeks it will stand on the Leke- 
Front. and tne Mayor has agreed that it shall 
be guarded by policemen, Its next journey 
will be toward the East. 

The Columbian peace plow, which was in 
the procession yesterday, was not spoken of 
atany of the gatherings. and what is to be- 
come of it was not made k iovwn. 


COTTON PRESSED BY NEW PROOESS, 


As a Result It Is Better for Transporta- 
tion than in Bulky Bales, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 9.—[Special. ]}—Among 
the fre ght brought in by the Katys fast 
freight train, which arrived in St. Louis at 
8:30 this morning, wasa car of cotton. It

cotton milis of Boston. The car is a record 
breaker in the number of bales and the weight 
it carries. 
cylindrical bales averaging sixty-five inches 
in length and twenty-four in diameter and 
weighing thirty-one pounds to the cubic foot 
in density. The method of compressing em- 
pioyed is a radical departure from 
that employed heretofore and its intro- 
duction, from all accounts, will save 
millions of dollars in the cost of labor for the 
planters of the South, the manufacturers of 
the North, and the railroads who carry the 
raw material. In the ola compress a great 
uumber of bales were compressed at one 
time, necessitating enormous pressure. 
the new process the cotton is compressed as it 
isginned. It is run out on a spindle and put 
up much after the fashion of a bolt of cloth 
wound ona cylinder. The new compress, in- 
stead of having to compress the whole baie 
at once, compresses only a few square inches 
at a time. All the air is pressed out of the 
cotton and it presents a surface as hard as a 
board when in the bale. As the air is ex- 
tracted by the pressure it is almost impossibie 
to set fire to the bales, and if wrapped in an 
asbestos covering the shipper could save the 
cost of insurance.

A great many cf the 
men had never before tried on their new uni- 
forms, and what with the cramped space in 
the temforary quarters and the unaccustomed 
luxury of gettmg into the old familiar fuil- 
dress it was hardly to be expected the boys 
would be on time. 
In Gay Uniforms, 

By 2:30 o’clock, however, the companies 
were beginning to filedown into the street. 
It was remarkable to see what a variety of 
uniforms the First could turn out. In the 
first place there was the regimental band in 
immaculate white jackets, with much black 
braiding, and flat cap. Then there was the 
veteran corps with tremendous bear skin 
shakos, blue frock coats with go.den baldrics 
and a profusion of gold braiding; the fife 
and druin corps, with white plumed heimets 
and blue frock coats, somewhat similar to the 
regulartion army full dress; and. most numer- 
ous of all, the rankand file, with swallow. tailed 
gray cadet coats, trimmed in biack and gold 
with white cross belts and glazed white hel- 
mets, brass spike for enlisted men and tipped

It was truly a showy and a soldier-like regi- 


ment that came down the crooked steps of 
the temporary armory and disposed it- 
self, company by company, along Wa- 
bash avenue.

It was a modern regi- 
ment of three battalions, twelve companies, 
every platoon compiete and in its proper 
piace with its proper officers, all marching 
with a snappy long swinging step, every piece 
at the correct incline, every white cross belt 
in proper place—a regiment with which few 
old martinets could pick fault. If there were 
any of Mr. Debs’ late followers along the line 
of march they would hardly have recognized 
these nobby fellows as the same guardsmen 
who looked so warlike and who were so will- 
ing to prod them with bayonets last summer. 
But it was the same First that did hard guard 
duty in the railway yards when Chicago was 
in danger, only this time the First had on its 
show ciothes.

A Chicago jobber selling to merchants 
in the vicinity of St. Louis has to add the 
freight to dest nation, which is 17 cents, 
This gives the St, Louis competitor an advaa- 
tage of 14 cents, which he can bid under Chi- 
cago before he gets on the same market that 
the Chicago man ison. Ina similar transac- 
tion a Des Moines jobber has the advantage 
by 15 cents. 

An officer of the association, who is also a 
mem ber of one of the leading jobbing firms iu 
the city, said yesterday: 

It is bard to tell how long this will last. but 
nearly every jobber in Chicago is quoting sugar 
in competition, and consequently the market is 
without a bottom. We have not sold for less 
than four and one-half cents today, and don't 
think that anybody else will. The witndrawai 
of oe arxes for cartage, boxes, barrels, and vags 
does not meet with the satisfaction anticipate. 
I had a customer in my store today who re 
to buy goods uniess we made these cha 
had figured it out that this withdraw 

ust so much more expense to the jobber, ont that 

e would eventually have to pay these charges 
indirect.y through the inferior quality or higher 
poe of other goods. Of course the jobbers 

ave got to do something to break even, and may 
do it this way. I do not consider the Iilinois 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association as defunct. 
course the suspension of the ru of practice 
leave the organization without any particular 
purpose, but it could be maintained fot ite —— 
and fraternal benefits. 

The retailers are not benefiting particularly 
from the sugar war, but as soon as their pres- 
ent stocks grow less they will buy at the 4 
cent quotation. The big department stores 
bave jumped into the flurry and are selling in 
retail lots at the cost price—44¢ cents. But 
this is not new, as sugar is always a “ lead- 
er with them. They never expect to get 
any profit out of it, and more often sell at a 
loss than ata gain to attract trade to 
store. 


WHERE LEWIS INSTITUTE WILL BR 


Half a Million Dollars to Be Expended on 
the Building. 


The lot purchased by the trustees of the 
Lewis Institute is the southeast corner of 
Madison and Robey streets.

Mr. MacVeagh is domg all he can to prove 
that his idea of scholarship in politics is the 
gaining of knowledge how to misrepresert 
facts.

The Chinese are hopeful that the 
rigorous weather of October will overtake the 
Japanese before they can attack Pekin, which 
of itself is an indication that they regard ‘the 
outeome of the attack with serious apprehen- 
sions. Much, therefore, may depend upon the 
care with which the Japanese commissariat has 
been provided; but as they have made no 
mistakes thus far, and as they are intimately 
acquainted with the road to Pekin ana with 
all the dangers which the season may threat- 
en, it is more than likely that they are pre- 
pared for every emergency, and that they will 
not suffer like the English in the Crimea or 
like the French at Moscow. The rapidity, in- 
deed, with which they are advancing seems to 
indicate that they will get ahead even of the 
weather and ‘strike a decisive blow before 
operations are made impossibie by the weath- 
er. The precipitate flight of foreign women

N. I., Oct. 9.—Frederick J. Tay- 
lor, the Cornell University student who was 
confined in jail by Supreme Court Judge 
Forbes of Ithaca for failmg to obey the 
order of the court to testify before the Ithaca 
grand jury, will be released by a decision of 
the Court of Appeals rendered today.

The representatives of the Chicago street 
railway companies are not at all alarmed at 

Ald. Coughlia’s ordinance, introduced at the 

last Council meeting and referred to the Com- 

mittee on Judiciary, to compel them to sweep 
the streets on which they operate car lines 
from curb to curb three times a week. It 
also provides that dirt, snow, etc., shall be 


done to the satisfacuon and under the super- 
vision of the Department of Public Works. 
The effort of Ald. Coughlin is looked upon as 
a joke rather than as a serious attempt at 
legislation. Times may be hard,” said one 
of the officials, ‘and the bath-house business 
dull, but there will be no opposition to this 
ordinance. Nota cent will be spent to op- 
pose its passage. Its very absurdity will kill 
the measure without any opposition on our 
part.“ 

Egbert Jamieson, general counsel for the 
North Chicago street railway lines, said: We 
have no objection to the ordinance. Let it 
pass. We will pay no attention to it and it 
does not frighten us. If its object is to keep 
the streets clean the Council would better de- 
vote their attention to the storekeepers who 
deliberately sweep all litter and refuse into 
the streets, to become a nuisance or be 
b ownall over the city.

Supt. Sheehan of the Special Assessment

: no way of ascertaining what proportion of 
the cost of each improvement goes for the 
payment of court costs. That is taken out 
of the percentage, as is also the other legai 
expenses outside of court costs. All street 
engineers’ salaries are paid out of the per- 
centage named before, from the cost 
of each improvement. 11 is hard to tell 
what proportion goes to the payment 
of inspectors experts. All such 
expenses are paid out of the assessment. 
According to law the Commissioners, so 
calied, receive $2 each on each assessment 
roll, and even if the amount be as much as 
$50,000 the Commissioners receive only $2 
each, They are appointed by the County 
Court, and their duties are to examine the lo- 
cality in which the assessment is to be made 
and to estimate in what proportion the prop- 
erty-owners and the public generally will be 
benefited and to apportion the assessment 
equitably. 

„The cost of collection is 1 per cent and 
under the law the County Collector does this 
work. However, under our system he re- 
ceives the 1 ‘per cent only on the net amount 
collected, which does not include the rebate.
